He also 
pointed to the fact that out of more 
thas 75@ teachers in the public schools 
not more than 25 appeared to testify 
in the hearing, and declared the bur- 
den of their complaint was on account 
of inedequate compensation. 

He defended the board of education, 
and pointed to the evidence in proof, 
that it hed not exceeded in a single 
instance the authority delegated to it 
by council. He spoke of some phases 
of the investigation as handclapping, 
hysteria, and importuned the commit- 
tee not to let this influence them to 
change “the policy of development that 
is going steadily forward.”

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Italian Mob Raids 
Former Hun Embassy 
On Capitoline Hill 


Rome, June~-27.—During a celebra- 
tion today of the Italian success on the 
Piave, a crowd rushed to Capitoline 
hill and burst into the Caffarelli pal- 
ace, which before the war was the seat 
of the German embassy, and which is 
still German property. All portraits of 
the German emperor were torn down 
and the Italian flag was hoisted over 
the building. 


The fact that the palace is still own- 
ed by Germany has been the cause of 
great indignation among the people of 
Rome, who since the entry of Italy into 
the war have demanded that Capitoline 
hill be freed from its “Teutonic stain.” 

The rage with which .the people in- 
vaded the palace can, therefore, be 
readily understood. They overturned 
the throne placed there by the emperor 
himself, tore some of the furniture to 
pieces, and after tearing down the 
portraits of the emperor, and raising 
the Italian flag, paraded the main 
streets of the city with fragments of 
the emperor's picture as trophies.

One of the most interesting points 
recently raised in connection with the 
city government, came out yesterday 
afternoon at the meeting of the board 


of education. The question was raised 


as to whether the finance committee 
of council, of which Harvey . Hatcher 
is chairman,.had not exceeded its au- 
thority.last year when making out the 


apportionment sheet, in the instruc- 
tions given to the different depart- 
ments of city government tothe effect 
that no salaries wer@ to be raised 
throughout the year. 

It was claimed by members of the 
board that the finance committee, while 
it has the right to say what the total 
amount expended by any department 
for salaries shall be, has no right to 
limit the amount of salary to be paia 
to any employee individually. It was 
pointed out that City Attorney Mayson 
had stated in the case of the construc- 
tion department that provided they did 
not exceed the total appropriation, they 
could increase the salary of laborers 
as it appeared necessary to retain them, 


Committee Appointed. 


In order that the matter may be of- 
ficially settled, both in the case of 
the board of education and any other 
departments that may wish to take the 
question up later, A. J. Orme was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to wait 
upon Mr. Mayson and secure an Official 
ruling from him on this matter.

Letter, Warning People 
of Atjanta. 


Ureing the public to buy coal at 


the public safety committee, issued a 
general letter Thursday in which he 
warns consumers that there is an un- 
questionable shortage of coal, which 
will become more acute as the season 
advances, due to the great government 
call on the railroads, necessarily limit- 
ing fuel transportation facilities. He 
urges immediate stocking of winter 
coal to avoid a repetition of last win- 
ter’s suffering. Henry B. Kennedy, 
federal fuel administrator, issued a 
Similar statement. 

Following is the statement from the 
chairman of the public safety com- 
mittee: 

_ Atlanta, Ga., June 27, 1918. 

To the Coal-Buying Public: That we are 
facing a shortage of coal is beyond ques- 
tion. To alleviate conditions as much as 
possible, the public safety committee urges 
that coal be bought at once. If orders are 
not placed with Mr. Henry B. Kennedy, 
local fuel administrator, or with individual 
dealers, within the next ten days many 
will be without coal, and orders now placed, 
but undelivered, will have to be cut down 
to meet the government facilittes for 
transportation. ,

Hon. William J. Harris was born in Cedartown, Polk County, Georgia, 
February 3, 1868. He was educated in the common schools of Polk County 
and the University of Georgia, teaching school during the summer to pro- 
vide means for his college training.

POLITICAL SERVICE. 
Mr. Harris’ first political service was rendered the people of his home 
county, when, in 1892, as Chairman of the county Democratic Executive com- 
mittee, he succeeded in establishing the “white primary.’ 


When Senator A. S. Clay was ejected to the United States, Senate, Mr. 
Harris became his private secretary. Under the training and wise counsel 
of this distinguished Georgian, he served his apprenticeship in public life. As 
the trusted friend and campaign manager of Senator Clay, Mr. Harris, early 
in life, began to look after the interests, in Washington, of citizens from all 
parts of Georgia. ° 


In 1912 Mr. Harris managed President Wilson's first campaign in Geor- 
gia. During the same year he was elected Chairman of the State Democratic 
Executive Committee, and in the Presidential Election in the fall aided in 
rolling up the largest majority for this great American that was ever given in 
Georgia to a candidate for President. 


LEGISLATIVE SERVICE. 


In 1911 Mr. Harris was elected to the State Senate from the 38th Sena- 
torial District without opposition and served during the sessions of 1911-12. 
As State Senator he worked and voted for every measure that could benefit 
the farmer and help the tax-payers of this State. Some of the measures that 
he was particularly interested in were: 


(1) He introduced and aided in passing the bill cutting the then unlim- 
ited fees of oil inspectors, saving to the State thousands of dollars. In 1912 
the State received from inspections of oil $34,790 net. In 1917 there was paid 
to the State, net, $217,378 from this source, saving to the State during the 
year 1917 alone, the sum of $182,588 net, and yet leaving to the inspectors a 
maximum salary of $100.00 per month. ‘

legislation and the State from many hidden dangers. 

(3) While a member of the Senate he advocated the SEPARATE leasing 
of the W. & A. Railroad from the other State property in Chattanooga, which 
policy has since been adopted by the ‘“‘Lease Commission. 

(4) Personally he has always been a consistent prohibitionist, not only 
in name but also in fact, and has always supported those measures looking to 
freeing ‘the State from the liquor traffic. 


NATIONAL SERVICE. 


When President Wilson was inaugurated, he soon afterwards appointed 
Mr. Harris Director of the United States Census, and officials today say that 
Mr. Harris was the most efficient Director of the Ceneus since the Bureau was 
established. The main criticism made against his administration was by

During the time that Mr. Harris was serving as Director of the Census, 
in the absence of Secretary of Commerce Redfield, of the Cabinet, President 
Wilson appointed Mr. Harris acting Secretary of Commerce, and in the dis- 
charge of this duty as a temporary member of the President's Cabinet, his 
services and efficiency met the hearty approval of President Wilson. 


Under republican rule the Wall Street gamblers were permitted to keep 
down the price of cotton by including in the Census Estimate the number or 
bales of linters cotton. Mr. Harris had the linters estimate SEPARATED 
from the regular cotton reports, which reduced the estimates and tended to 
raise the price of cotton. During republican rule, it was freely charged 
that there were “leaks” in cotton estimates of the Census Bureau. Not once 
since the administration of Mr. Harris has there been the slightest suspicion 
of a “leak”. in the Census reports. 


Under republican rule, the “age limit” denied the right of Confederate 
Veterans to hold office in the Census Bureau, while there were many Union 
Veterans pensioned in it.. Mr. Harris changed the “‘age limit” so that Con- 
federate Veterans could be placed on the same footing with Union Veterans 
and the old Confederate Soldiers are now holding many of the best places in 
the Department.

PROMOTED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


So wise and efficient was Mr. Harris’ administration of the Census 
Bureau, that when the Federal Trade Board was created, President Wilson 
promoted him by appointing him a member of that Board. After two years’ 
service his record on the Commission was such that his ability was recog- 
nized by his colleagues, who elected him Chairman of the Board. This posi- 
tion he held until last May when he resigned to actively conduct his cam- 
paign for United States Senator for which he had become a candidate ag the 
loyal supporter of the President in Winning the War, as against the present 
junior Senator from Georgia. Mr. Harris, when he resigned, carried with

confidence of its final adoption. 

Few set speeches on the resolution 
were made. Without objection the 
senate debate proceeded until 2 o’clock 
when the army appropriation bill 
automatically was laid before the sen- 
ate. Senator Jones then moved to set 
it aside and proceeded with the suf- 
frage resolution. 

Senator Reed, in the debate on the 
motion, declared refusal of the suf- 
frage leaders to arrange a pair for 
Senator James demonstrated that “the 
first fruits of suffrage are to set 
aside courtesies and decencies” of 
senate procedure, and then spoke for 
nearly an hour and a half, but mostly 
on the army bill. 

Ghairman Jones, of the senate wom- 
an suffrage committee, made an ef- 
fort to force a vote by moving to hold 
the resolution before the senate and 
displace the $12,000,000,000 army ap- 
propriation bill. The plan was aDban- 
doned, however, and the resolution 
was withdrawn temporarily after op- 
ponents had indicated debate’ would 
continue indefinitely. 

Motion Is Withdrawn. 

Stating it was evident “great delay” 
would occur, not only in disposing of 
the suffrage question, but the army 
and other important appropriation 
measures, Senator Jones said he with- 
drew his motion, but only until after 
the important supply bills are passed. 

“This resolution,” he added, “then 
will be brought before the senate and 
kept before the senate in the face of 
any attempt for a recess of congress 
for the summer.”

Provisions of Amendment. 

The new amendment provides: 

“That from and after June 30, 1919, 
after the approval of this act, and 
during the continuance of the present 
war, for the purpose of conserving the 
man power of the nation and to in- 
crease the efficiency in the production 
of arms, war munitions, food and 
clothing for the army, it shall be un- 
lawful to sell, for beverage purposes 
except for export, any distilled spirits 
and no distilled spirits held in bond at 
the date of the approval of this act 
shall be removed therefrom for bever- 
age purposes.

W. Tom Winn, chairman of the citi- 
zens’ bond comméttee, the first apeaker, 
dwelt at considerable length on the 
needs of the waterworks and declared 
that it appeared to him that unless the 
water bonds were approved that a spe- 
cial emergency tax not later than early 
next year was inevitable. 

Councilman A. J. Orme, chairman of 
the bond committee of council, pointed 
to the absolute unanimity of all inter- 
ests working for the good of Atlanta 
in supporting the bond issue. He re- 
minded those present that the three 
Atlanta newspapers, The Journal of 
Labor, the four mayoralty candidates 
and practically each of the civic and 
labor organizations had unqualifiedly 
indorsed the bond issue. 

Demand Is Increasing. 

Charles L. Gramling, president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, gave 
some very interesting figures to show 
that the demand for water supply has 
been constantly on the increase for 
the last ten years or more, while in that

average daily pumpage per day during 
May, 1918, he said, has been more than 
four million gallons in excess of the 
average daily pumpage in May of 1917, 
which condition he said was due to 
Camp Gordon, an institution which has 
done inestimable good for Atlanta.

It is generally believed that legislation

The bill introduced on the opening day 
by Representatives Davis and Burwell, look- 
ing to a dog-contro!l law, is directly in har- 
mony with the “win-the-war” program, for 
these, among other, reasons: ‘ 

Two of the fundamental necessities 
war time are food and raiment. 

Sheep supply both. 

Georgia, it is estimated, is capable of 
producing something like $4,000,000 worth 
of mutton and wool per annum more than it 
is producing today, and with no diminution 
6f production in other lines; and without 
reckoning the general influx of population 
and the general increase of business, trans- 
portation and otherwise, that the increase in 
sheep production would bring about. ; 

The sheep industry can never make 
headway so long as the dog menace remains 
uncontrolled. Sheep growers from other and 
less favored localities, anxious as they are 
to come to Georgia with their flocks, will 
never come—nor will the farmers already 


in 


here ever increase their sheep holdings— | 


until the dog menace is removed, or at least 
curbed, by operation of an adequate dog. 
control statute. 

Thus it is seen, as Mr. Davis recently 


| pointed out in an address before the board 


of control of the Georgia Land Owners’ as- 
sociation, Georgia is, in effect, appropriat- 
ing approximately $4,000,000 annually to the 
thousands of cur dogs that roam at will 
throughout its millions of acres of poten- 
tial sheep grazing grounds. 

The dogs are not worth it: and the food 
and the wool that they destroy or keep 
away from Georgia, and of which they are 
depriving the soldiers and the civilian popu- 
lations of our own country and the countries 
associated with us in this tremendous con- 
flict, are altogether too precious for Georgia 
to be able to afford longer to submit to the 
autocracy of the worthless, predatory, cur 
dog! 

The Davis-Burwell bill, or one like it, 
ought, by all means, to be enacted before 
this busy and history-making session of the 
legislature adjourns. 


A WINNING POLICY. 


Tf Judge Andy Calhoun continues in 
his present policy with reference to dis- 
posing of “liquor cases,” and if that policy 
will be adopted by the bench of Georgia 
generally, it will not be long until blind 
tigers will be as scarce in Georgia as polar 
bears are in the Everglades of Florida. 

After a long and hotly-contested trial] in 
his court last Wednesday, a “tiger suspect” 
was found guilty by a'jury—guilty both of 
possessing and selling whisky. When the’ 
defendant was called up to receive sentence 
he begged for mercy. He did’ not want to 
go to jail, but presumably had no objection 
to being fined. 


Right then Judge Calhoun bespoke a‘ 


policy that can be made to bring about the 
total discouragement of the blind tiger 
business and the absolute extinction of the 
tiger species in Georgia. He told the de- 
fendant that he was “determined to break 
up the business of blind tigers "and boot- 
leggers;” and he sentenced the culprit to 
serve six months in the Fulton county 
tower. The judge remarked furthermore 
that his only reason for not making the law 
violator serve a full year on the chaingang 
lay in his fear that the man’s physical 
condition was such that such a term would 
kill him! 

Thus others, physically strong, are put 
on notice what to expect if they are brought 
before Judge Calhoun and found guilty of 
being blind tigers! 

The natural tiger of the jungles is a 
striped animal; but to the criminal “blind 
tiger” stripes are dbhorrent and by them 
dreaded more than anything else in this 
world. 

For that reason, if, whenever | one of 
them is caught and convicted, he is put in 
stripes and set to making~little rocks out of 
big ones on our highways, a general and 
genuinely wholesome respect for the laws

This council utilizes the ef- 
ficient organizations of the 48 state high- 
way departments with their trained per- 
sonnel and their knowledge of local condl- 
tions as a medium through which the high- 
way needs of the country may be brought 
to the attention of the Federal government. 
It provides a single agency in the nature 
of a clearing house where all highway proj- 
ects calling for governmental action of any 
character, whether it be a question of 
finance, of materials, or transportation, or 
of war necessity or desirability, may be 
considered and appropriate action taken 
thereon.

That Question About 
Railroad Commission. 


Following the suggestion in this column 
Thursday that the present railroad commis- 
sion be converted into a Corporation Com- 
mission, which in fact would enlarge its 
functions: and that the commission be re- 
duced to three members, the following comes 
from Dr. Royall J. Miller, who seems to have 
similar views: 

Dear Sir: Some weeks ago I wrote the 
governor and suggested the reduction of the 
number of railroad commissioners from five 
reasons given by you in 
The Constitution today.

Rep esentative Neil 
Will Forego ‘‘Amendment.’’ 

When Representative Neil, author of the 
present primary law, reached Atlanta Mon- 
day he was armed with a most excellent 
“amendment,” which he had expected to in- 
troduce; it retained the county unit system, 
but cured the danger of minority rule by 
providing that the nominee must receive a 
majority of the popular votes, as tabulated 
in the primary convention. It obviated the 
necessity of county “run-offs,” but made it 
quite probable that a second primary would 
havé to be held in the state—-which is quite 
probable under the present law, in faci. 

But Mr. Neil has changed mind 
regarding his amendment, and now opposes 
any amendment to his bill. He wants the 
measure to stand like it is. I am very glad 
to present Mr. Neil’s own statement re- 
garding the matter. It follows: 

“With reference to the suggestion that 
the primary election bill passed last session 
be amendéd,+«as author of the bill I wish 
to state that the object of this bill was to 
prevent ‘convention juggling,’ and to abolish 
the convention as a nominating factor in 
party affairs, and to substitute for the con- 
vention a second primary election between 
the two highest candidates in the first pri- 
mary, in the event no candidate received a 
majority in the first primary; the bill em- 
bodies the identical rules which have goy- 
erned primary elections in Georgia for gov- 
ernor and United States senator for over 
thirty years, with the two exceptions of 
1908 and 1910; it was introduced and passed 
in an ‘o@f year politically’ and without re- 
gard to its effect on any particular race 
and without regard to the fortunes of any 
candidate, but for the purpose of establish- 
ing a permanent method of nomination by 
the people, and safeguarding them against 
any thwarting of their will by politicians 


in a convention. ° 
“We are now in the throes of a hot cam- 


i or United States senator, and it oc- 
ae te me, after careful consideration, that 
any attempt to amend this bill ir anticipa- 
tion of its possible effect on the fortunes 
of any candidate, whoever he may be, and 
just previous to the very first primary held 
under its provisions, would establish a dan- 
gerous precedent, and would be manifestly 
unfair and unjust to all of the candidates. 

“In my judgment, the criticism of the bill 
is not well founded, and it should be allowed 
to stand as it is. When the September pri- 
mary takes place I have no fear but that 
the fairness and justness of this law will 


be completely demonstrated.”

The Dean-Howard 
Debate Tomorrow. 

Interest generally centers tn the joint 
debate tomorrow between Howard and Dean 
at Gainesville. 

It has been said “several hundred people” 
will go from Atlanta. That is not true. 
There will probably be twenty automobiles 
to make the-trip early Saturday morning. 

But the crowd at Gainesville will be large. 
There is no question about that. Farmers 
will go to “joint debates.” Several of the 
ninth district counties will be represented. 

It is hoped the debate will be pitched 
upon high lines. That the good people of 
Gainesville—including Mr. Dean—will accord 
to Mr. Howard the most respectful hearing 
there is no question. Fulton, in turn, will 
accord to Mr. Dean and his friends the most 
respectful hearing on the evening of July & 
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Outside of Atlanta Interests 
Are Willing for Commis- 
sion to Grant Petition of 
the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company. 


The railroad commission yesterday 
heard arguments for and against the 
granting of the petition of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company to in- 
crease fts rates in all departments. 

The arguments were for the purpose 
of presenting to the board the evidence 
brought out in the recent hearing, the 
people’s committee, represented by At- 
torney Edgar Watkins and others, 
vigorously contesting the claims of the 
power company, and opposing the pro- 
posed increase in charge schedules. 

The sensation of the session wae the 
apparent break-away of the outside- 
Atlanta interests, supposed to be allied 
with the people’s committee, the attor- 
neys for some of these interests claim- 
ing that they were willing for the 
commission to grant the power com- 
Ppemy’s petition inasmuch as the lat- 
ter claimed it would have to have more 
fmoome in order to make needed im- 
provementa, and to extend and better 
equip and facilitate its outside city 
service. 

These out-of-the-city attorneys in- 
cluded Duke Ross, of Winder; S. J. Nix, 
of Jefferson, and George Grogan, of 
EAberton. 

Out-of-Town Arguments. 

Mr. Rose made no hesitancy of charg- 
ing atterneys representing the people’s 
committee .with playing a ‘concealed 
hand” throughout the hearing. He de- 
clared it was poor policy for Atlanta to 
Oppose a proposition that would mean 
the development of out-of-town proj- 
ects of state-wide importance. Mr. 
Nixon was equally as vigorous in de- 
claring Atlanta was attempting to im- 
pede the progress of an institution that 
served more than the city of Atlanta, 
and that so far as his city was con- 
eerned, if the company needed to in- 
erease the rates in order to improve 
the service, he welcomed it. Mr. Gro- 
gan, of Elberton, favored granting the 
petition, particularly as the Carhartt 
Cotton mills, represented by him, was 
in immediate need of more power, and 
if an increased rate was necessary, 
then let it be increased. 

The arguments Thursday opened with 
@ speech by Jack J. Spalding, repre- 
genting the company, in favoring the 
increase. It was a reiteration of the 
arguments brought in the testimony of 
President Arkwright and others at the 
hearing, particularly that the increases 
eought are necessary as a war emer- 
gency to finance developments and im- 
provements requested by the United 
States government. He referred to the 
fact that only one man has testified 
for the people’s committee, and he had 
volunteered for the purpose of opening 
up an old sore. He declared the peo- 
ple’s committee had’introduced no new 
documentary evidence except certain 
ordinances and contracts with the city 
of Atlanta. “The only thing they have 
pat in here is a mass of figures they 
don’t swear to.” 

Matter of Viewpoint. 

The attorney continued: 

“This case largely involves a matter 
of viewpoint. The proposition we sub- 
mit is a proposition of patriotism. We

Bills in House of Represen- 
tatives Would Increase 
Statehouse Officials’ Sala- 
ries—House Adjourns Un- 
til Monday. 


Salary increases all along the line 
for the statehouse officials and capi- 
tol employees were proposed in bills 
presented in the house of representa- 
tives at the brief session yesterday 
morning. The reasons that will be 
urged for the increases are that the 
salaries in myany cases were fixed 
years ago and are ridiculously small; 
that the higher cost of all the neces- 
sities of life make it almost impossi- 


At this point the city mayoralty race 
was injected by the attorney, reading 
‘fram the advertisements of Candidates 
‘Key.

One of the first things that Sammy 
does when he steps off a transport in 
France is to make for a Y. M. C. A, 
canteen, according to a highly in- 
teresting recital of experience in “Y” 
work in France by Mrs. A. W. Van 
Riper before the round table luncheon 
of the Atlanta War Camp Community 
Service Thursday. 

Thousands of men attempt to crowd 
into the “Y" huts which are stationed 
at the various ports of disembarka- 
tion, completely swamping the build- 
ing and the workers. The first thing 
the American soldier wants on land- 


ing is something to eat, for while he 
hag plenty of good army rations, it 
keeps him eating for three weeks con- 
tinuously after his ocean voyage to 
get him back to normal diet. 

Accordiing to Mrs. Van Riper, Sam- 
my is a much more serious chap just 
after landing in France than he is in 
the cantonments of -this country. He 
is a decidedly changed individual and 
has to be handled in a very careful 
and indirect way,

Conscientious Objector 
Cases Are Considered 
And Results Announced 


ee 


Washington, June 27.—Reports of 
many cases of cleared up misunder- 
standings have come from the special 
war board appointed recently to hold 
personal interviews with conscientious 
objectors at training camps, says an 
announcement today by the war de- 
partment. Figures for Camp Gordon, 
Ga., are given to illustrate the board’s 
work. 


There seventy-two segregated ob- 
jectors were persuaded to accept non- 
combatant service under the provision 
of the president's order. Twelve of the 
men withdrew their objeetions, or it 
was found that they had misunder- 
stood the original questions and should 
not have been classified as con- 
scientious objectors, 

ifty-four men, who failed to con- 
vince the board of their inability to 
take up military service without viqg- 
lating their consciences, were ordered 
to accept service or make themselves 
liable to court-martial. Twenty-three 
men of religious scruples were re- 
and recommended for furloughs at 
private’s pay to do farm work. Four 
case in doubt resulted in sending the 
men to Fort Leavenworth for further 
examination. Of twelve others, eight 
claimed enemy citizenship, but as they 
had no way of substantiating their 
claims, the board held they should not 
be so classified. Four men who were 
in a hospital were not ‘examined. 
garded as sincere in their convictions 

The examining board is composed of 
Major Richard C. Stoddard, Judge 
Julian W. Mack, of Chicago, and Dean 
Harlan Stone, of Columbia University 
Law school. 


ARMY ENGINEER CORPS 
HAS MANY NEW UNITS 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 27.—The 
wartime organization of the army en- 

ineers corps was révealed for the 
irst time here tonight by Major Gen- 
eral William M. Black, chief of the 
corps, in an address before the Amer- 
ican Institute:of Electrical Engineers.

REPORT BY ROSEWATER. 


Urges That Narcotic Traffic Be 
Placed Under Health Board. 


Dr. Charles A. Rosewater, narcotic 
specialist of Newark, N. J., who is mak- 
ing a national survey with reference 
to the use of narcotic and habit-form- 
ing drugs, has submitted his report to 
33. state board of health. 

r. Rosewater calls attention to the 
prevalence of — addiction and states 
that in the opinion of close students 
of the subject, 1 per cent of the popula- 
tion is more or less habitually using 
n c and habit-forming drugs. 
Based upon this estimate there are 
about 28,000 drug addicts in Georgia. 
Few addicts spend less than one dollar 
per day for drugs, and most of them 
spend much more, with a resulting loss 
of millions of dollars annually to the 
state. The drug commonly used, says 
the doctor, is caffeine in combination 

-eertain substances derived from 
the kola nut and coca leaves and which 
is being taken in certain drinks, which 
aré consumed in enormous quantities. 
Paregoric, which contains about two 
grains of Opium to the ounce, in addi- 
tion to 47 per cent alcohol, camphor, 
oil of anise, glycerin and benzoic aoid, 
and the sale of which without a physi- 
cian’s prescription is permitted by the 
federal law, is being used very freely. 
Narcotic drugs are easily obtainable 
through certain doctors, druggists and 
professional drug peddlers, and _ in 
séme instances are being supplied to 
soldiers. 

‘Dr. Rosewater suggests that the nar- 
cotic traffic be placed under control of 
the state board of héalth, and has sub- 
mitted a draft of a bill identical in 
essential features with the law recent- 
ly enacted in New York state, which 
was drafted as the result of two years’ 
study by the Whitney committee, and 
which is now before the senate of Lou- 
isiana. ‘The bill makes the narcotic 
problem a health problem and places 
the traffic in all its ramifications un- 
der the control of the state board of 
health. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, who is giving, 
the subject close study, will have a 
bill alone the above lines introduced 
during the next session of the legisla- 
ture, and will bring the matter to the 
attention of Governor H. M. Dorsey.
